Tho greatest fall- 
ing off will be In Ohio, wbere the 
fall of snow was much smaller than 
in the other wheat growing States, 
But even Ohio's prospects have 
brightened vieibly during tho past 
week or more, and it is believed that 
the yield will not be more than a 
third smaller than that of last year.

the crop to encounter, including un- 
favorable weather ip tbe immediate 
future, and chinch bugs and drouth 
further on, the prospect to-day is 
good for an average yield.

the preliminary Republican caucuses 
for organization there was much un- 
dignified effort on the part of various 
gentlemen to obtain office, so that 
much bad blood was engendered, 
Then the Democratic press of the 
State charged again and again that its 
organization, especially in the House, 
was in the interest of a brazen lobby, 
and that jobs and jobbery would thrive 
and fatten on the property of the 
State. .The result of the two winters' 
work in the Legislature has been a 
complete refutation of the charge, 
Not a measure has passed that has in 
it the suspicion of a job. The inter- 
ests of the people have been jealously 
guarded, and the lobby, which was 
strong in numbers and influence, went 
away defeated. An effort was made 
to get hold of the canals, but, though 
there were many members who did 
not believe that the canals were worth 
repairing, and that the $i 12,000 ap- 
propriated for that purpose was wast- 
ed, yet they felt that the Cincinnati 
lobby that had the belt railroad scheme 
in tow was in bad odor with the State 
at large, and it would not do for them 
to vote the appropriation 
clown. 


Really, it se*ms as if the 9anals would 
have been left alone, to gradually fall 
into decay, had it not been for the 
ravenous lobby, eager to gobble the 
mile and a hall of the Miami canal, 
and that is all the satisfaction the 
heavy lobby got out of the matter, for 
its two winters' work, 


Then the county officer's ring of the 


State, in its efforts to have the fees and 
perquisites of various county offices in- 
creased, has also been quietly, but ef. 
fectually sat down upon. 
None of 


the various measures for an increase 
of fees, or an addition to salaries, suc- 
ceeded in getting even a favorable re- 
port from a committee, and they are 
all dead in the committee room pigeon 
holes, In making up their verdict on 
this Legislature, the tax payers of the 
State will hold this fact in remem- 
brance, as well as the wise and careful 
handling of the State finances, by the 
Appropriation Committee of both 
Houses, and by the State Administra- 
tion generally, This one fact speaks 
volumes for the Republican Adminis- 
tration. Since that party assumed 
power in 1880, the sum of $1,572,000 
has been paid out to reduce the State 
debt, and there is now in the State 
Tieasury a further sum of $300,000 
applicable to its further reduction, 


As to the Legislation passed by this 


Assembly, there have been a multi- 
tude of local bills enacted in response 
to the wishes of the people 
Great 


care has been exercised in this kind of 
Legislation, and many Bills for' local 
purposes have been killed where the 
reasons for their passage was not clear 
or imperative, 


As to generar Legisl tion affecting 


the State at large, the workingmen of 
the State owe a debt of gratitude to 
this General Assembly! Two ol the 
principals of the Acts are: the law for 
securing the payment of wages due 
laborers engaged in the construction 
of railroads, and the amendment to 
the law of mechanic's liens, really one 
of tbe most important Acts of the 


propositions for a temperance amend- 
ment, which has been fully written up 
in these letters. Last, and best of all, 
is the Scott liquor tax law. | The 
Democratic State Press declares it tin* 
unconstitutional; but in its considera- 
tion 
in committee, and by both 


Houses, the opinions of the best law- 
yers of the State have been given in 
its favor, 
It will be tested by writ of 


mandamus in the Supreme Court, and 
probably at once, Section 8 makes it 
the duty of the County Auditor to 
publish notice to liquor sellers within 
ten days of the passage of the act. If 
he neglects to do this the Attorney 
General has power to enforce it by 
mandamus, 
This will undoubtedly 


be the course pursued, and the pro- 
ceedings will be before the Supreme 
Court, so that the question of its val- 
idity will be decided before it goes 
into cftect,

One of tho largest of those oil paint- 


ing , manufactories is in Greenwich 
street, where there aro rooms contain- 
ing hundreds bf finished paintings.

They were hard at work, and 
Pa»jpg rapidly. 
The proprietor, Mr. 


William Levin, is an artfst who studied 
four yews under Geromo> of Paris. 
Finding very littlo money in fine art, ho 
invented a process for the rapid produc- 
tion of cheap paintings, 


Tho paintings are made on heavy 


muslin, which is first wet and stretched 
tightly on long frames. It is then cut 
into tho required size, and stretched by 
a machine on a square pino frame, 
where it is mado fast. 
Next the muslin 


ia tinted a light blue, and after this has 
dried jt is ready for tho painter. A 
coating of oil Is first put on it, and then 
a stencil plate is laid on tho muslin. 
This sUmcil is of thick paper, with all 
sorts of odd shapes cut into it. A boy 
stands on ono side of tho table and a 
gM on the other, and near thorn arc 
several small pots of paint. They daub 
the paint Into the holes of tho stencil 
pl&to with groat rapidity,
